The Insurgent Leaders. 

A fact that fully demonstrates the crazy 
and upjusiifiable character of the present 
insurrection of Paris is the total absence 
of any wellknown public men in the 
ranks of the rebels. Even the most rad- 
ical of th: French radical leaders, Victor 
Hvco, Levis Buane and Lepru Rouies, 
hare not (‘cemed it advisable to meddle 
with this foolish outburst of popular 
frenzy, and Henri DE Rocw#EeFort himself, 
almost always at the head of any crazy 
enterprise in France, was not crazy enough 
for all tius. We hear, indeed, that 
ScHOELC1.ER has acted in the name of the 
insurgents, but he only attempted to bring 
about a reconciliation between the mesur- 
gents and ‘he proper authorities, m order 
to avoid further bloodshed, Only obscure 
men are a‘ the head of the mob, and but 
four name- bave so far appeared among 
those of tie leaders that have any noto- 
riety. ‘The first of these 1s General CLUs- 
ERET, an ‘nscrupulous soldier of fortune, 
who was « general in the Northern army 
during our civil war. He has been named 
several thes before in connection with 
the troubies which the Reds created at 
Marseilles and Lyons in the first months 
of the Franco-Prussian conflict, and 
while the French government

The other two are Feurmx Pyat and 
Gustave FLOURENS. Pyar? has always 
been regarded as a sort of radical curioce- 
ity by the Red Republicans. He resided 
in England during the Empire, and even 
surpassed Mazzrnt in the violence of his 
Radicalism. He was the advocate of the 

pohey par excellence. And not only 
the murder of princes and monarchs was 
advocated by him, but he openly advised 
his adherents to slaughter everybody who 
differed with them in their political opin- 
ions. Ina recent communication which 
he addressed to his constituents, the in- 
habitants of Belleville, the most riotous and 
degraded portion of Paris, he proposes to 
clear France of all monarchical elements, 
by banishment or death, the confiscation 
of their possessions in tavor of his ragged 
constituents, and a war with the Prussians 
to the knife. FavReE, GAMBETTA and 
Turers he denounces in the most fearful 
manner, and accuses them of countless 
crimes. The first-named he consigns to 
the galleys, an‘ the two latter to the guil- 
lotine. 

Almost similar in character to this curi- 
ous old man was the fourth of these men, 
GusTAVE FLovuRENs. The first time he 
appeared above the surface was about a 
year ago, during the riot which took place 
in Paris atter the arrest of RocHEFORT. 
He distinguished himself at that time by 
firing two pistols into the air and making 8 


| ftumous speech, in which he advised his 


hearers to murder, pillage and burn, any- 
thing and everything. That was the last 
heard of him at the time, and he only ap- 
peared again before the public after the 
tall of the empire, although not as a com- 
batant. From these we can judge of the 
character of the rest of the men at the 
head of the revolutionary movement in 
Paris. 


Taxation for Local Improvements. 

This subject is now receiving from 
thoughtiu! minds throughout the country, 
and particularly in Kentucky, the atten- 
tion which its paramount importance de- 
mands. Too much attention it cannot 
receive. Every word of temperate and 

well-considered criticism, every suggestidn 
of calm reason,every acquisition of patient 
research applied to its elucidation is not 
only strictly appropriate, but is called tor 
by an enlightened public spirit. The for- 
tunate circumstance that the question is 
now before our highest and most venerable 
court for adjudication gives currezcy and 
special point to the discussion of princi- 
ples deserving at all] times of earnest ccn- 
sideration by a free and progressive peo- 
ple. At this time the public mind 
recognizes the seasopahleness of thought 
upon it. There is a place for every seed 
ot legal and political truth to fall, a fitness 
of occasion in which it may germinate 
into its proper growth; and that man is 
derelict in duty who, having by any happy 
accident of direction in his studies gained 
anything of seeming value in so great a 
matter, hoards it up in the coffers ot a 
selfish or too-secluded mind. 

We approach this subject simply as we 
approach any and every such matter of 
important public concern or of unusual 
intrinsic excellence that may interest our 
reading constituency. With the proceed- 
ing before the court, as such, we have 
nothing whatever to do. On this point 
let us not be misunderstood. The court 
has its own proper duties to perform, and 
we have ours. We have, if possible, lees 
disposition than none at all to touch the 
sanctity of its judicial deliberations. We 
yield to no one in reverence for the court 
and esteem for its individual members. We 
feel an enviable pride in the conspicuous 
connection of our State tribunals with the 
growth of that beneficent modern doctrine 
of taxation on which the recent mandamus 
case was made to turn. Our present dis- 
tinguished Chiet Justice and other occu- 
pants of the same bench were among the 
earliest to search out the necessary limits 
of the taxipg power in the absence of ex- 
press constitutional restraints. Kentucky 
jurists bave piopeered the way in 
the general movement. of the judi- 
cial mind towards the doctrine 
which is now beginning to prevail 
everywhere in regard to that profound 
question of constitutional law. It is, in- 
deed, our sense of the value of these 
labers, and the wish that their results 
may be as permanent as they are illustri- 
ous, that renders us the more sensitive to 
any undue exaggeration of the doctrine 
they have set up. If we now overstep the 
modesty of nature and fall into caricature, 
if we pass the golden mean that consti- 
tutes judicial wisdom and rush into the 
distemperate extremities of madness, we 
are sure to bring about a reaction of which 
signs are already visible in more than one 
Western State, and which will throw down 
again the structure we have reared. 

We would, therefore, most respectfully 
and at the same time most earnestly in- 
vite thoughtful men of every grade and 
rank througbout the State, whether judges 
or not, whether lawyers or not, to come 
and join with us in a careful examina- 
tion of the extent and application of the 
conservative principles which Kentucky 
has done so much to discover and con- 
firm. In this investigation, conducted in 
the broad and untechnical forum of rea- 
sop, and proposed solely in the interests 
of truth, the entire community of culti- 
vated and patriotic minds can properly 
take part. From the free courts of the 
republic of letters no man 1s excluded be- 
cause he happens to wear a wig or a 
gown; noris any man admitted, nor his 
opinion accorded the more weight because 
of them. Itis here, at last, that every 
judicial opimion is tested and justified or 
condemned. Every honest and worthy 
official 1s proud of admission to this high- 
est of all courts; for he knows that the 
greatest honor that could be paid to his 
opinions is to review them here. It is 
oply those who have something to fear in 
respect of faculty or integrity that shrink 
from its scrutiny or refuse to obey its 
process. Kentucky has ever been, 
avd still is able to attain that 
test with something more than safety. We 
venture to say that, high as 1s the estima- 
tion in which the decisions of our Court of 


Appeals have been hel in the past, it is | 
possible mght now and here to acquire a | 


tuller measure of honor and authority, and 
to render a largerservice than have hither- 
to, at any time, fallen to the lot of any 
State tribunal.

which the court proceeded in the Kentucky 

river case. The reasoning of the court is 

elevated, and, in many respects, most ad- 

mirable. The views are broad, the tone 

noble, the learning extensive. Yet the 
simple fect is, that this erudite and schol- 
arly opinion has no proper application to 
the case that was actually before the court. 
Other principles came in that quite cut off 
the reasoning of the court from the subject- 
matter in sssue. To some of these we 
called attention the other day,'so far as 
this could be done without writing 
in a style too technical for 
the daily press, We traced '_—s the 
origin of the modern doctrine of limita- 
tions on the power of taxation for interna! 
improvements. We showed how general 
and indefinite had been the ideas which 
once prevailed on the subject, how unlim- 
ited the powers of the States had been 
supposed to be, and how the growth of 
our system of railroads had necessitated 
closer thought and had brought out a 
great conservative principle. But it is the 
tendency of the human mind when a 
general principle of any kind is first 
established to include under it many 
things which do not properly belong there. 
The history not only of the law but 
of human thought in every sphere, is full 
of illustrations of this truth. The next 
work for competent minds to do, after a 
genera! proposition is accepted in any sci- 
ence, is to set about excluding from it 
everything partially foreign. Just so here. 
It is an ancient maxim, and a wise one, 
that where the reason of the law ceases, 
the law itself ceases. Rivers and railroads 
are unlike in every essential legal feature. 
Even in regard to railroads, we have found 
no decision which denies the right of lo- 
cal taxation to aid im the construction, 
provided the tax payers receive stock 
in return for their contributions. It 
is only where the tax is given to 
the road as a bounty that the courts deny 
its constitutionality. True, we find in 
writers of a theoretical and loosely specu- 
lative turn doubts as to the constitution— 
ality of municipal subscriptions of stock 
in railroads; but, it a single court in the 
<ountry has ever gone that length, we 
have as yet failed to discover the de- 
cision. In Kentucky, at all events, there 
is no doubt on the question; for the Court 
of Appeals, in the case of SLACK vs. the 
Maysville and Lexington Railroad Com- 
papy, has set it at rest by upholding the 
tax. In the cases cited by Judge Rep- 
FIELD in his note in the American 
Register ‘for March, so far as we 
yet bad the opportunity to 
amine, the tax was in -the 
pature of a bounty to enterprises over 
which the tax-payers had no control. But 
in the incorporation of the Kentucky 
River Improvement Company the ‘oun. 
ties bordering on the stream to b¢ imé 
proved were authorized to become stock- 
holders, if they should. so elect. As 
stock—holders. they were entitled to all the 
privileges, profits and advantages of the 
other incorporators, with the additional 
incidental benefits that would arise from 
the improvement of the river. Some o 
the counties, by and through the proper 
constituted authorities, did elect to be- 
come stock-holders. The simple and 
only question in this branch 
ot the case _ is, whether _ there 
was a sufficient consideration for their 
agreement; because the court wants the 
whole decision on the inadequacy of the 
compensation received by the tax-payers. 
In the case of individual subscribers, the 
mutual promises of all is a sufficient con- 
sideration for the promise of each, and 
assumsit will be against each on his agree- 
ment. Other things being equal, and leg- 
islative permission to contest being given, 
no larger consideration is required to up- 
hold a promise by a municipality than one 
by an individual. Then,is it sound law 
and good morals, aiter a county has yolun- 
tarily taken stock in thg improvement of 
a river, the absolute property of the 
people, and flowing along its borders, to 

permit it to repudiate the obligation? Is 
Lot the county estopped by its own sub- 
scription from denying the local impor- 
tance of the work? Does it not receive 
some peculiar local advantage, the magni- 
tude of the same being in law unimpor- 
taunt? Is not that question of fact conclu- 
sively settled by the subscription, aided 
by the judicial notice which the court 
takes of the size, course and character of 

the Kentucky river? Ii in a commercial 

sense the improvement of that river will 

not be to any degree a peculiar local ben- 

efit to the counties bordering on it. whom 

will it benefit, and is there any use or ad- 
vantage whatever in navigable streams 
penetrating the interior of a State? 

We wish merely to subjoin our impres- 
sion that the error ofthe eourt in applying 
the general principles of railroad taxation 
to the point then in hand, must have 
arisen trom some unexplained defect inthe 
manner in which the question was brought 
before them. Courts are always responsi- 
ble for the soundness of their general doc 
trines; but they are not always responsible 
forthe wrongful application of them in 
particular cases,

The Enugliish Begin to See It. 

For some years past a small class of ex- 
ceptionally observant and thoughtful 
Englishmen have betrayed signs of deep 


secret solicitude in regard to the-condition ° 


and prospects of their country. At first 
this uneasiness was not openly contessed 
but the critical and dispassionate eyes of 
foreigners had no difficulty m perceiving 
that its poison and horror were creeping 
through the best and wisest thought of 
England. The opening scenes of the 
Crimean war marked a new point of de- 
parture in the fortunes of the decaying 
Mistress of the Seas—almost of the world. 
Tie blundering incompetency and help- 
lessness then displayed actually stunned for 
a time the public mind of England. 
British troops still fought with the same 
steady valor that had prevailed from 
Assaye to the Heights of Abraham; but 
it was only in the animal qualities 
of courage and endurance that the 
England of old survivd. After 
the first shock and numbness of the sur- 
prise had been passed, the nation roused 
itself, and, with its half dozen allie, 
achieved, by great effort, a partial success 
against a single power. The common 
mind was satisfied with the result. The 
London Times, after haying thundered 
through its columns day after day, and 
week after week, the question, “Shall Eng- 
land cease to be a great military power?” 
subsided into a calm confidence that the 
interrogatory had been triumphantly an- 
swered in the negative. From the signiog 
oi the treaty ot Paris in 1856 until just 
now, nothing decisive has occurred to mar 
the serenity of the .average Englishman. 
With acute and restless intellects the case 
has been widely different. On every page 
of England’s later history they have read 


| the same prediction and warning.- The 
| bullying 
did not 


expedition into Abyssinia 
impose on men like FrRovupDE 
and Sauispury. The trial of the 
Franco-Prussian war came, and it was 
found that England had not entirely, as was 
apprehended in the Crimean war, dropped 
off temporarily from her ancient place and 
anchorage, but that she had drifted quite 
away into inert and tideless seas from 
which no political sail ever returns. We 
reprinted the other day a speech by the 
noble Jord last named above, in which he 
declared that England was effaced from 
Thus we have in the 
House of Lords itself a candid and serious 
declaration ef the conviction to which we 
have already on several occasions alluded 
as slowly ripening through the toughness 
and pr ideof the British heart. 

The declaradion of the noble lord was 
not a mere figure“ot speech. It was but 
an Official recognition of the most import- 
ant truth connected with the international 
politics of our generation. We may ex- 
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pect, of course, that slow on webners | 
minds will retuse to see the startling end 
decisive change which is taking 


disproved,and we shall be told with au 
injured air that we are slandering the ven- 
erable mother of modern treedom; ‘but she 
will none the lees surély go 6n sinking into 
imbecility and practical nonentity, until 
ashe reaehes—what? It is impossible to 
answer with precision; but we have Spain, 
Italy; Greece, Turkey—in a word, all of 
Southern and Western Europe—to look st 
as we slowly turn that question over ip Our 
minds. It is wonderful to note just this, 
that, whereas civilization came by slow 
and gradual progresses from Asia into 
Europe along the Mediterranean sea and 
the shores ot Southern Europe, she round- 
ed the Spanish peninsula some centuries 
ago, and then swept with rapid 6 

along the island-dotted coast of the 
Atlantic; but we fear that 
the ‘rear of her glittering train has now 
passed the Rhine, and that she will return 
to her ancient seats fa the Orient exclu- 
sively by the northern route. We do not 
say that this ie a tact which is to be re- 
garded with complacency. On the con- 


_trary, we believe 1t to be traught with 


great and lasting evils to mankind. Nev- 
ertheless, it tsa fact, and one tor which, 
under existing circumstances, and in the 
present condition of Western Europe, there 
is abaolutely no remedy. 

‘lhe day of small things in modern 
society and politics is past. We have 
every where prodigious masses and forces 
which no man can gauge or estimate; in 
every sphere of human thought and action 
we now verge upon the infinite. No 
nation can now make war with less than 
a trifle ot a million of men, armed with all 
the vast pbysical energies and appliances 
of our times, while moral forces equally 
immense urge them in a few weeks through 
the achievements of years. The first Na- 
POLEON, almost miraculous in faculty and 
deed, was the first military fruit of this 
great development or uniolding of the 
energies of our modern civilization; but 
the probabilities are that its later results 
will be tar more marvelous than its first. 

With the very first dratt made on her by 

this new movement in human affairs, 
England was exhausted. She played the 
giant against the great NAPOLEON, but she 
has played the valetudinarian and the 
dotard since. In this day, when nothing 
can be accomplished by either indlviduals 
or pations without a union of large moral 
and material strength, what has she of 
either? Itshe would be respected in peace, 
she must be terrible in war; and to be ter- 
rible in war she must keep up a stanling 
army Ofa million of trained and expe— 
rienced soldiers. She could not maintain 
such a military establishment fora single 
year. Her debt, her paupers, her growing 
love of money and trade, in a word, her 
social and moral valetudinarianism, would 
not allow her to do so, even if we leave the 
stubborn British prejudice in fayor of 
freedom quite out of sight. We haye 
noticed that some English speakers and 
writers, in expatiating on England's ability 
for seli-defense, lay great stress on the fact 
that in America, during our late unpleas- 
antness, volunteers were found to be as 
efficient as regulars. But they arecom- 
forting themselves with -a false analogy. 
Had the Federal Government been opposed 
at the beginning by even a@ small army o! 
thoroughly trained and organized soldiers, 
it would have been destroyed in three 
wecks. It was saved only by the fact that 
its antagonisis were worse off than itself, 
Who does not remember what miserable 
work there was of it before the volunteers 
became seasoned and instructed—that is, 
betore they became, in all essential qualties, 
a regular army? England, bowever, when 
she goes to war, if she ever does so again, 
will not have militia to fight. She will be 
opposed by the trained veterans of Europe, 
and she is as certain to be crushed and 
ruined as the world shall stand. Notime 
will be allowed ber to repair blunders and 
acquire experience. If the first passage at 
arms is disastrous to her, she need expect 
no breathing time, no room for drafting, 
drilling, and equiping. One mob ot raw 
levies alter another will go to pieces before 
the practiced skilland murderous steel of 
her enemy, and she will be at his mercy. 
Had war been whatit once was, France 
would have rallied and beaten Prussia; but 
she was overwhelmed betore she had time 
to do so. Let England lay the lessog well 
to heart; ler turn is coming next. She 
stood by and saw France drain the bitter 
cup; but the same is mixed for her, and 
unless there shall be a total, unexpected, 
and fairly miraculous change in the drilt 
of human affairs, she will h.ve to drink 
its very lees.

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Switzerland and the War. 

Perhaps no one of the neutral powers 
of Europe during the late Franco-Prus- 
sian struggle suffered so much and went 
to greater expense on that account than 
Switzerland. For more than two months 
she has been obliged to feed about eighty- 
five thousand men of BouRBAKI'’s army 
that were driven over the border by the 
victorious troops of General Von WER- 
DER. This in itself is u great burden for 
so sparsely populated and poor a country, 
but it will probably be not the 
greatest of the sufferings she will be 
obliged to undergo. The protection 
granted to the French fugitives has cre- 
atcd an intense feeling of hostility against 
Switzerland throughout Germany, which, 
completely intoxicated and dazzled by 
success, can brook no opposition, and re- 
gards every feeling of sympathy for un- 
fortunate France as an insult and an 
attack upon Teutonic honor, The papers 
of the German empire are boiling over 
with hatred toward the Alpine republic, 
and advise their readers to withdraw their 
patronage from the merchants and manu- 
tacturers of Switzerland. A war with the 
latter country on any pretext whatever 
would undoubtedly be popular in Germany 
at present, and many of the most radica) 
organs of Prussia are clamorous for “‘a 
chastisement of the insolent Swiss who 
have dared to receive hospitably a num- 
ber of French fugitives, and nourish them 
from their own limited resources.”

Atthe meeting of citizens beld yesterday 
to consider the interest of Nashville ia the 
location of the Cumberland and Onio Road, 
Dr. C. Winston was ca'l-d to the chair, 
and W, L Barre waa;made Secretary. 

MOVEMENTS OF THE ENEMY. 

After the objects of the meeting had been 
presented by the chairman, Col. J J. Turaer, 
of Sumner, stated that he had information 
that the president of the North and South 
Alabama road, and also tne president of the 
Tennessee aud Alabama road were now in 
Louisville, conferring with the managers and 
capitalists of the Louisville road, and he was 
satisfied pegotiations had been pushed so far 
as to justify the calling of a meeting of the 
stocknolders of that road on the 2d of May. 

DAVIDSON COUNTY'S DUTY. 

Judge Guild thought that Nashville aod 
Davidson county must act promptly. He 
would not for one, hesitate to vote 10 favor of 
the connty’s taking stock in such a road. 
Her experience with the Louisville road had

THE PRISONER TAKEN OUT. 

After getting possession of the keys a guard 
of haif a dozen mea were leftin the room with 
the officers, and the rest wenut directly to the 
cell where Arthur Perkins was confined, to- 
gether with Moses Remiagtoo, who shot his 
wifea week or so ego. They told Perkins 
they had come fer bim, and that he must dress 
bimself aud go alovg with them to be hanged. 
While dressing, he protested thai they were 
deing -wrovg this matter, as he had 
never intended to kill Smith—tuat “it was an 
aecident,’’ &c. Some questions were asked 
him relative to his ineendiary crimes, but he 
denied them, speakicg especially of the burn- 
irg of Inviverble Hose-house, og that 
wher tbe fire occurred he was playiag at 
billiards with others in the Washoe 
Biliierd Saloovn. He had some difficulty 
about gettirg bis boots on, aud was wid that 
Le would not peed them, so be went without 
them or with a pair of slippers on. Mean- 
while there was a party of some forty Vigi- 
lants m front of the jail and patrolling B 
street, between Union and Taylor streets, 
while a similar detachment was at the rear of 
the jail and occupying A street, between the 

ints mentioned. By this time quite a num- 
ber of spectators were gathered on B street, 
curiously watching the proceedings aud evi- 
dently expecting to see the prisoner brought 
out. But in this they were disappointed, for 
Perkins was taken out the back way upon A 
street. The Sheriff thinks it was about halt 
ap bour from the time the Vigilants passed 
out with Perkins before some of them came 
back, ana, speakiwg to tune guard teft there, 
they all left. The officers then went to Per- 
kine’ cell, locked it and got they keys again. 
Remington was much frigutened. 

a AT THE GALLOWS. 

¢ Vigilants, with their prisoner, allow- 
ing no one to follow them, marched alouog A 
street to Sutton avenue, and 4hence up to the 
Ophir mine, where standsa small building 
over one of the shafts of thut company.

Ail this 
was evident to any who, like ourself, visited 
the scene a few hours later. We are told that 
Perkins appeared firm and collected and did 
not make aav confession, m mentioning 
something about his relatives. We hear also 
that when the smali board upoo which he 
stood was removed, he ve a spring up- 
ward at the same tine, ing his fall still 
greater. In fact there are various versions 
and rumors of this part of the affair, which 
we heve vo room to repeat. This was the last 
ot it, however. 

THE BODY.

Who Leit $400,000 to his Horses. 


CHARITY AT HOME.

The fate of the old English race-horse, pa- 
thetically set forth ina wallad dear to every 
sporteman’s heart, which narrates the fall of 
the animal from tat feeding and sumptuous 
stabling to the starvation’ and sorrow 
o1 a hackoey coach-horse, and the final de- 
ecent to dirt and death in a stubbie~field, will 
certainly never be that of the six equine pets 
ot Mr. J. Marsb, who died a short time since 
at Passaic Village, N. J. The tumane pub- 
lic and the American Society for the Preven- 
tuon of Cruelty to Animals will be, no doubt, 

ratified to learn that Mr. Marsh was a bache- 
or of advanced years, aud that he was of the 
opinion that “‘charity begins at bome.’’ At 
apy rate, by his will he leaves the best part of 
his estate of $400,000 to accrue for the use 
aud bevefit of bis horses, 

THE 8iX LUCKY HORSES. 

Mr Marsh, as aiready stated, was an elderly 
bachelor, and &@ man of portiy presenee and 
geptiemaniy mauners. He purchased a beau- 
tiful 1rarm of over eighty acres on the Weasel 
road, vear Passaic, from Mr. David Roe, 
who was one of the few persons intimate 
with him. On mignon ore gery of his 
property he bad no relativé with him, not a 
solitary brother or cousin, Or aunt or uacle. 
All that be apparently held dear in life 
were six horsez, which he _ evinced 
a deep affection for. Im fact, so mucp 
so that a medical gentleman living near, 
when asked what his opiniov of Marsh was 
replied in a manoer quite at variance with the 
guerded speech of the physician’s profession. 
**A worthy man, sir, only very excited here— 
(tapping bis forehead)—a most charitable 
man, fir. He regards that dark bay horse as 
his Own #0n. ‘hat a pity, sir, that he is not 
Alexunider the Great, or imperial Caligala, 
In the first instance, we should have a mas- 
sive maucokum over bis Bucephalus, and, 
were he Caligula, New Jersey would be dig- 
nifiedby en equine pro consul’ Certainly 
the coctour’s ideal candidate for the bachelor’s 
pro consulship was pot very attractive, 
for an uglier horse could hardly be 
found, senor’ one that came into the worid 
a mipiature Milan cathedral with oue eye and 
two legs. The other five horses were bad and 
good,some of them being worth some bun- 
dreds of dollars each, and others not worth 
two hundred cents. Be their value what it 
may, several farmers, to test the matter, offer- 
ed old Mr. Marsh excessive sums of money 
for some of the worst-lovkiog of the six 
borses, but the elderly bachelor persisteatly 
refused to part with Lis pets, eaying that be 
bought ti.e farm priocipaily for their use, and 
that be would keep them comfurtable for the 
good they had done, and not turn them out to 
die in tneir old age. 

MR. MARSH DIES. 
Althongh desirous of proionging the lon- 
gevity of his borses, Mr. Mars was morally 
cou viuced tbat his own earthly days were few 
and short. He was suffering from consaump— 
tiov, avd of a summer evening he wouid 
tramp out iuto his flelds, and manage to ap- 
proach bis oldest and wheeziest horse, which 
would rub its nose affectionately agaipst the 
bachelor’s shoulder. Oid Mr, h would 
then rub the old horse down, saying: ‘‘Poor 
old bose, !magoing. I know I'ma going. 
But it’s all right. You won’t suffer, old fel- 
low,’’ and then satisfied that he.could stand 
erect before his fellew-men, tramps back to 
his dwellmg. And his innate knowledge 
proved correct, fur one evening old Mr. Marsn 
quietly rubbed down his horses forthe last 
time, and his chalk mark ou tne tally slate of 
life was rabbed out with greater facility aud 
far less noise. 
THE HORSES’ ESTATE. 

His will was found. Ite reading produced 
asensation.

THE HELPING HAND, 

The charity of Mr. Marsh 1s uot altogether 
conuned to the brute creation, for a pour or- 
phan boy to whom Mr. Marsh evinced some 
affection, is bequeathed a handsome sum 
yearly, the accumulated amount of which he 
will receive when of age. Mr. Marsh’s old 
bow: ekeeper also finds herself entitled to a cosy 
avnual pension. Aud a poor German farm- 
hand, an old fixture about the plate, is given 
an acre of the best ground with a mill on it, 
value $4500, for the small cocsideration of $1. 
Mr. Marsb’s distant relatives also receive small 
legacies, which will be greatly auzgpegted 
oe. in accordarce with the wiil, the farm is 
eold ten years bence.

This singular will is the subject of universal 
comment amorg the farmers and residents in 
the vicinity of Passaic. Some say . Marsh 
must have been a crszy fool to make such be- 
quests while he had some blood relation;, 
however distant, and others point to the New 
Jersey poor as the true objects of charity. 
Others, and they who knew him best, state 
that Mr. Marsh was in a great degree right, 
that his horses were his best and truest 
friends, and that he was truly just 
in having them cared for.

As each ball struck the | 
body of the victim became cvnvulsively 
agitated, but stili remained firm in its place | 
as a statue. After the fourteenth shot the | 
General was still erect, looking fixedly at bis 
executioners, and yet holding his hat, At 
last the fifteenth ball struck him beneath the 
right eye and brought him to the grouud, 

General Lecomte was brought to the sam 
spot soon afierward. He was very pale, kep 
his hands half folded upon his chest, and mut- 
tered a few words of protest. The firing 
party in his case was composed of soldiers 
belonging to the 88th regiment of the line. 
“ft is thy turn,’’ they cried; “thou gavest the 
order to fire upov the people.’’ An instant 
later aud General Lecomte had fallev dead. 
A lieutenant of the 269tn battalion present at 
these maesacres could net refrain from ex- 
clamming, *‘To shoot them without hearing 
them!

ALABAMA KUKLUX. 


Gov. Lindsayon the Condition of At- 
fairs in His State—Villainy the 
Only Source of Danger, 


AN UNEQUIVOCAL DENIAL. 


Executive Dept. STATE OF ALABAMA, 
MonTGOMERY, March 22, 1871. t 
Hon. Joseph H. Sloss, Washington, D. C.: 

My Dear Sie: Intending to remain a day 
or two in Washivgton on my way to New 
York, 1 conciuded that in a personal iater- 
view I would be able to present to you ina 
more satisfactory manner my views upon the 
matter to which you invite my atteution in 
your letterof the 18th inst. On further re- 
flection, however, I deem it proper to com- 
manicate with you in writing. 

It is unnecessary for me to say I deeply re- 
gret that asmalland otherwise insignificant 
band of politica! malcontents sbouid bave the 
power and influence to prolong uunaturaland 
unbappy antagonism between the State of 
Alabama and any of the depertments of the 
Federa) Government. I had sincerely and 
earnestly hoped that we had arrived at a 
period in our history when the asperities 
acd irritations of the past were rapid'y yield- 
ing toa more kindly spirit—to tbat spirit of 
frievdship and concord which should bind 
closely together the citizens of all sections of 
the Union, and which is so _ essential 
to the material prosperity and _ social 
welfare of tbe whole nation, d I 
atill trust that the malignant and unpatriotic 
purposes of the enemies of our Stute and 
revilers of ou: people will not only be 
thwarted, but will receive a rebuke from Con- 
gress which wil! end them forever. I cannot 
believe that the great Government of the 
United States will be diverted from its high 
and sacred dutiesto achieve a petty revenge 
for a few restless and bad men in Alabama— 
men who have the esteem of no race, the con- 
fidence oi no political party. ‘The charge 
that a Kuklux organization controlled or in- 
terfered with the State election in Novem 
ber last is destitute of the least semblance o 
truth. I bazard the optnion that 1n no State 
in tbe Union, and at no time from 
the origin of the Government to the 
present day, has there ever been an election 
where a political party recognized in a more 
eminent degree the freedom and purity of 
the ballot-box than did the Democratic party 
of Alabama on the 8th day ot November, 
1870.

The same lady, being, like the reporter, tneor- 
rigibly skeptical (although the ober visitor, 
Mrs. &., isa firm “believer’”’), again wrote upon 
the slate, 50 as to conceal the words carefully, 
acd placed one end of it, clean vide up, tn the 
hand of the medtum under the tubie: “Please 
write the name of the battle In which you re- 
ceived your ceath-wound,”’ 

The avswer was written promptiy, avd ‘the 
**Please don’t mention 
the name of that terrible deld of slaughter.” 

EVGRY querticn asked Was as pertinently an- 
swered as tbe foregoing—consisting of messages 
to the friends of “the spirit,’’ assurances of his 
bappiness in the other world, &c. After the 
second communication, the lady was invariably 
addressed as “ste,’’ the name by which “the 
spirit,’’ while living, had always called her, and 
this fact was known to only two in the room, 
Agall: the tame was, after this, written J. K—— 
E——, as when alive, the initial of the first 
Christian Dame and the otgers tn full. 

The reporter called, by writing as above, for 
the spiritofa brother wbo died during the war 
Not three persons in Loultsville ever heard of 
him, a8 he was Dever Dearer this city than four 
hupdrea miles, The name was at once written

nearly acopy of his Own a3 possidle for any 
one to make tt. 

Iu tbe same way “ihe spirtt’’ of a college- 
Mate who died in Texas several years ago, a 
citizen of Louisiaba “aba an enilre stranger ta 
toils Siate: 

“I can’t wrive just now, M .’ addressing 
the inquirer by bis surname, a8 Was bis habii iu 
the Gay: lobg pa-t. 

Aulony Various other ‘tests’ tbe medium gui 
tbe names of J. B. Flint. M.D, and Geo. C. Web- 
ster, both late of this city. 

This scacce was beld for the edification of two 
Skeptics, who used every precaution to detect 
“irickery’’ ana to call for the names only of those 
of the dead who could not have been known to 
the medium, orto apy one in the company of 
only four pe:sons. There was no darkoess, no 
“machinery,’’ no excilement, bul everything was 
conducted In the broad dayliaht of a brigbt April 
morving, With the sup shining in through che 
open witdows.
